ASHFORD council has vowed to 
clean up its act when it comes to 
recycling - but not for another four 
months. 

The local authority has been named as the 
worst in England when it comes to greening 
its waste collection. 

Figures from DEFRA revealed just 15 per 
cent of household refuse is recycled locally, 
against a national average of 39.7 per cent. 

The figure was branded “appalling” by the 
Green Party. 

Councillors said recycling and waste was a 
major priority for the authority and steps were 
being implemented to improve practice in the 
next five-year plan. 

However, this does not come into force until 
April next year. 

Steve Dawe is co-ordinator of the Kent 
Green Party and lived near to Victoria Park, 
Ashford, for five years. 

He said: “I was never impressed with the 
council’s commitment to recycling when I lived 
in the borough. 

“They refused a request to increase doorstep 
collections and that is a major reason for this 
appalling rating. The council has come last out 
of the entire number of councils in England, 
and that is a conspicuous failure.” 

As well as promising action, the council has 
defended some of its actions - and claimed its 
service is cost-efficient. 

Cllr Gerry Clarkson, portfolio holder for 
environmental services, said: “It’s unfortunate 
that the figures from DEFRA on the amount of

A NEWLY restored train 
carriage has been unveiled 
90 years after it carried the 
body of the Unknown 
Warrior to Westminster 
Abbey. 

The Kent and East Sussex Railway 
raised £35,000 to restore the train 
carriage which conveyed the remains 
of the First World War’s most symbol¬ 
ic casualty. 

The Unknown Warrior is buried in 
Westminster Abbey, a memorial to 
those killed in the First World War. 

The railway, which runs from 
Tenterden to Bodiam, in East 
Sussex, unveiled the carriage at a 
ceremony on Wednesday in front of 
Admiral The Lord Boyce, Lord 
Warden of the Cinque Ports, as well 
as service personnel, nurses and local 
dignitaries. 

The train also carried the bodies of 
heroic nurse Edith Cavell and brave 
merchant seaman Captain Charles 
Fryatt from Dover to London follow¬ 
ing their arrival from Europe. 

The first journey was made in May 
1919 with the body of Edith Cavell 
who had helped Allied soldiers 
escape from the Germans before she 
was arrested and then shot on 12 
October 1915 for “assisting the 
enemy”. 

The carriage then became 
known to railwaymen as the 
Cavell Van. 

Two months after her repatria¬ 
tion, it carried the remains of mer¬ 
chant seaman Captain Charles 
Fryatt, who was shot after his vessel 
attempted to ram U-boat U33 in 
March 1915, instead of stopping, as 
ordered. 

The heritage railway raised 
£35,000 for the restoration which as 
far as possible mirrors its appear¬ 
ance on November 10,1920 when the 
Unknown Warrior’s remains were 
carried in front of thousands of spec¬ 
tators who lined the tracks.

Railway chairman 
Norman Brice said: “Our 
project has attracted a great 
deal of attention and interest but 
perhaps the most striking aspect was 
that the metalwork, plaque and 
sword were fitted to the replica coffin 
by the grandson of the man who did 
the original work. 

“The van is on display at the sta¬ 
tion in Bodiam, but will occasionally 
be attached to travelling trains. 

“It will be open to the public when 
the railway is in operation.” 

The designation of the unique and 


historic rolling stock is passenger 
luggage van No 132 and it was origi¬ 
nally built by the South Eastern and 
Chatham Railway for general use. 

As well as its three momentous 
journeys it operated on various rail 
networks in Kent. 

It arrived at the historic line in 
2004 when the campaign to refurbish 
it started. 

It contains an altar and drapes 
with a Union Flag covered coffin as it 
did 90 years ago along with news¬ 
reels showing scenes of the burials 
and footage of the war.

INCREASING parking charges, 
cancelling the printed version of the 
council’s Ashford Voice magazine 
and moving tourist information 
centre to the new Gateway Plus 
building are just some of the 
responses to the Government cuts. 

The council wants to save £3.7 million over 
the next five years and the changes have been 
made as a result of the recent online Have Your 
Say consultation. 

The council will also lose 40 posts. After rede¬ 
ployment, natural wastage and voluntary 
redundancies, this may mean 6 to 10 job losses. 

CCTV coverage will also be reduced by about 
a third, and grass cutting in parks and road 
verges will be less frequent. 

Rubbish collection will also be changed. 
Instead of all rubbish being collected weekly, 
food waste will be collected each week. A gener¬ 
al rubbish collection including recyclable mate¬ 
rial will happen every fortnight. There will also 
be an optional green waste collection. 

Parking will go up lOp to £1 an hour across 
the borough. The council’s customer service 
centre opening times will reduce to 8.30am to 
4pm, and less time will be spent on the admin¬ 
istration of benefits, tourism and office tasks. 

The council says it wants to save between 25 
and 40 per cent from its budget. 

Chief executive of Ashford council, John 
Bunnett, said: “Having listened to local people, 


we have made some tough decisions about our 
focus for the next five years. 

“Our business plan will be supported by clear 
actions and measurable goals to help us track 
our progress.” 

The key priorities from 2011 to 2015, based 
on residents’ feedback, were improved recycling 
and waste services, creating more activities for 
young people and making housing and the sus¬ 
tainable growth of Ashford a priority. 

Residents also indicated they would end the 
council’s programme of arts events, such as the 
Create Festival, but the council is holding back 


on deciding their future until it gets the results 
of a separate survey on the arts. 

It also hopes to save £50,000 across its leisure 
provision by exploring other funding options. 

Leader of Ashford council, Cllr Peter Wood, 
added: “We have worked hard to get a measure 
of residents’ service priorities early, so that we 
could make savings in the right places when 
required. 

“We are very grateful to all the residents who, 
through the recent consultations, have helped 
the local authority create more efficient and 
effective public services for all.” 


Partner in court 
on murder charge 

THE trial began this week of Steven 
Brooker, the man charged with murder¬ 
ing his partner Susie Smith in April. 

Brooker, 42, from Waterman House, 
Godfrey Road, Ashford, has pleaded not 
guilty to murder. 

Susie Smith, 50, also known as Susie 
Beaney, died in the William Harvey 
Hospital after she was found with seri¬ 
ous injuries in an alleyway between 
Christchurch Road and Godfrey Walk in 
South Ashford. 

The grandmother and mother of six 
had collapsed at lunchtime that day out¬ 
side the Post Office in Tufton Street. A 
passer-by called an ambulance. 

Later that evening she was found with 
stab wounds in the alleyway. Police car¬ 
ried out forensic investigations and door- 
to-door enquiries in the area. 

Mr Brooker was arrested soon after 
Susie Smith died. 

Neighbours said the couple had lived 
in the area for at least four years. 

Witness appeal 
after lake attack 

POLICE are looking for a cyclist who 
may have seen a sexual assault on a 
teenager at Singleton Lake. 

An 18-year-old girl was attacked on a 
path near the lake on the evening of 
Tuesday, November 9. She was forced to 
the floor by a man who indecently 
assaulted her. 

Police are eager to talk to a cyclist who 
went by during the assault - and anyone 
else who might have seen anything. 

The area was searched after the inci¬ 
dent, and a mobile police station was at 
the scene the next day hoping to find 
witnesses.

waste households recycle in 
Ashford are lower than we would 
like. 

“We acknowledge that we should 
endeavour to increase the amount 
of waste recycled overall in the bor¬ 
ough, and recycling and waste is a 
major priority in the council’s Five 
Year Business Plan which will be 
implemented from April 2011. But 
we will continue to take an 
approach which seeks to recycle 
waste in ways that make sense. 

“Ashford has not chased recycling 
performance at any cost, but has 
chosen instead to adopt an environ- 
mentally-efficient approach to its 
service. We do not feel that collect¬ 
ing waste that is ultimately trans¬ 
ferred to China for reprocessing is 
a sensible approach. 

“Instead we have chosen to con¬ 
vert around 85 per cent of the 
waste generated into energy at the 
Maidstone Energy from Waste 
Plant. 

“Our paper, glass and metal recy¬ 
cling levels are at around the UK 
average because we can sell these 
into established UK markets. 

“Green waste recycling is low, but 
we encourage residents to compost 
We also intend to introduce a 
chargeable green waste recycling 
collection service for urban areas, 
our service is also one of the most 
cost-effective in the county.” 


A LONG-standing member of 
Ashford council has died after a bat¬ 
tle against cancer. 

Cllr Major John Frederick Kemp 
MBE represented Kennington ward 
on the council for 21 years. 

He moved to Kennington after a 
career in the Royal Mechanical and 
Electrical Engineers where he rose 
to the rank of major. After leaving 
the Army he served a further 10 
years with the Territorial Army and 
was awarded an MBE in 1987. 

Cllr Michael Claughton joined the 
council a year later than Cllr Kemp 
and they became good friends. 

He said: “John Kemp was a man of 
the people. His death is a huge loss 
to the council and the community. In 
addition to his great professionalism 
I shall miss his sense of humour.” 

Cllr Kemp represented the council 
on many local committees and 
organisations and had a particular 
interest in health matters. 

He was the council representative 
on the Ashford Old People’s Welfare 
Committee, Kennington Parochial 
Charities, South East Employers, 
Ashford Almshouses and Parochial 
Charities, the East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Foundation Trust 
and Ashford’s Future Company 
Board. 



During his time as a councillor, he 
was chairman of many different 
committees, including the NHS 
Forum, the Crime Reduction 
Working Group and the Police 
Liaison Task Group and portfolio 
holder for development, partner¬ 
ships and personnel. 

He leaves two children and five 
grandchildren. 

Cllr Peter Wood, council leader, 
said: “We are very sad indeed to hear 
this news. Cllr Kemp was a highly 
respected member of Ashford council 
and he will be sorely missed. During 
his time as a councillor he displayed 
integrity, loyalty and great passion 
for the community. We extend our 
deepest sympathies to his family.”

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PoEce rider saddles 
up in battle against 
horse-related crime

A NEW scheme to reduce rural and 
equine-related crime in the area 
has been launched by Kent Police. 

East Kent Horsewatch has been set up 
by Crime Reduction Officer PC Di Leslie- 
Veal to improve communication with horse 
riders and owners. 

The aim is to raise awareness of crimes 
such as theft of hay and tack and to give 
crime prevention advice. 

It follows a rise in the incidents of hay 
being stolen. There is a shortage of hay this 
year due to a early dry summer followed 
cold and wet weather. 

The scheme includes a new Facebook page 
East Kent Horsewatch so that riders can 
stay in touch with each other. It is hoped 
the internet network will be as effective as 
a similar scheme which closed last year. 

Information 

PC Leslie-Veal is a member of National 
Horsewatch Alliance and is also working 
closely with the Country Eye Rural Policing 
initiative which is similar to 
Neighbourhood Watch, but for the rural 
community. 

As a horse owner herself, it is a matter 
that is close to PC Leslie-Vears heart. 

She said: “Since Kent Horsewatch had to 
close due to unforeseen circumstances last 
year, there has been a definite need for a 
source of contact and sharing of information 
in the equestrian world. 

“It’s still early days but there are more 
than 500 members on the Facebook page 
already and that is a great way for me to 
share information in a cost effective way. 

“We’ve already had some early successes 
due to simply being able to share informa¬ 
tion. Two horses were reported as stolen

locally, and due to horsewatch and obser¬ 
vant members, they were found nearby and 
had simply escaped from their field. 

“With my experience and knowledge of 
equestrianism, I’ve been able to help fellow 
police officers with enquires relating to 
equestrian crime.” 

East Kent Horsewatch covers Ashford, 
Dover, Canterbury, Thanet, Shepway, and 
part of Swale.

Regeneration must work 
in harmony with nature 


BUSINESS and infrastructure develop¬ 
ment needs to go hand in hand with a 
respect for the environment under legisla¬ 
tion introduced this year. 

Phil Bolton of the Aylesham-based 
Wildthing Wildlife Consultancy is 
responsible for compiling the compulsory 
ecological reports which must accompany 
any new building project. 

Recently he was responsible for ensuring 
a 200-year-old hedgerow was preserved as 
a building went up around it in Ashford. 

“What we did was remove the hedgerow 
and then replant it when construction was 
over,” said Mr Bolton. 

“In that way valuable wildlife and plant 
life was protected for the future.” 

This year, Government legislation has 
required each planning application to be 
accompanied by an ecological impact report. 

“It could be a road, a railway line or a 
large building,” said Mr Bolton. “It could 
even be just a single home. 

“Looking at things realistically, we need 
infrastructure and we need buildings. 
But this need must be balanced with the 
damage to habitats and it is my job to 
protect them.

POLICE are warning that mini-moto 
bikes will be seized and the riders could 
be charged if they are used on roads or 
in the countryside without the legal 
documentation. 

The reminder is being sent out after an 
elderly woman was nearly knocked over 
by two mini-moto riders on the morning 
last Wednesday (November 10) in an 
alleyway near Highworth School which 
leads to Ashord Warren. 

PC Paul Morton said: “Bikes can be 
seized if the rider does not have tax, 
insurance or a driving licence. Riders 
could also face prosecution for breaking 
the law. 

“Mini-motos cannot be used on public 
roads and can only be used on private 
land with the landowner's permission.” 


Hospital parking concerns 

POLICE are targeting drivers who park 
inconsiderately in roads near to the William 
Harvey Hospital. 

Last week they visited Blackwall Road 
South and Wilson Close where residents had 
expressed concerns about drivers parking 
across their driveways, on dangerous bends 
and too near to junctions. 

Officers warned drivers when they were on 
patrol in streets in the area on Monday, 
November 8 and say they will return to keep 
an eye on the situation on a regular basis. 

PCSO supervisor Bill Waterman said: ‘We 
are doing this in response to residents’ con¬ 
cerns. We will take action if necessary.”

Bus travel around 
town to get easier 

KENT County Council is going to install 
more raised kerbs at bus stops in the 
town. The move is part of a number of 
actions being taken by the county coun¬ 
cil, Ashford council and Stagecoach to 
improve access to the town’s buses. 

As well as the kerb improvements to 
make it easier for people with limited 
mobility, wheelchairs and children’s bug¬ 
gies, to get on and off buses, there will be 
a clampdown on people parking illegally 
at bus stops. 

The bus company Stagecoach says it 
will also introduce more low-floor buses 
and Ashford council will step up enforc¬ 
ing the no-parking zones. 

Cllr Paul Clokie, Ashford council’s exec¬ 
utive member for strategic development, 
said: “Access to good public transport is 
one of our town’s biggest assets. We must 
ensure that this applies to the whole 
service, even the smallest bus stop.” 

There has been an 18 per cent increase 
year on year of passengers using buses 
around Ashford. 

Nick Chard, KCC cabinet member for 
Highways, said: “We have a really suc¬ 
cessful Quality Bus Partnership in 
Ashford which has secured better bus 
services for all. I want to send a clear 
message to motorists that bus stops are 
important and should not be obstructed.” 


THE improvements to junction 
nine of the M20 and Drovers 
Roundabout are half way through. 

Work to widen slip roads and the approaches 
to the roundabouts began in June this year. 

Andrew Burton, Kent County Council project 
manager for the scheme says it will provide 
extra capacity on the area’s roads to accommo¬ 
date the town’s expected growth. 

He said: “The later we leave it the more dis¬ 
ruption we will get in the long term. We are 
doing it now in one big hit so it means drivers 
will suffer less overall.” 

Funding for the £15 million project comes 
from the government in Regional 
Infrastructure Funding. The money was 
secured before the recent Government spend¬ 
ing review which means many similar projects 
have been put on hold. 

Last week it was announced plans to build a 
new motorway to the east of the town (Junction 
10a) have been put on hold for five years so the 
Department of Transport can look again at the 
project.

The loan will be paid back by developers as 
and when houses get built in the area. 

Kent County Council is managing the project 
on behalf of Ashford’s Future. Jacobs consult¬ 
ants and BAM Nuttall are the contractors car¬ 
rying out the work. 

During peak times the lanes at the road¬ 
works are kept open to reduce the disruption to 
traffic. However, this means contractors have a 
shorter window during the day to carry out the 
work. 

So far the scheme is on track for completion 
at the end of March providing the weather does 
not hold up the project during the winter. 

As well as widening the roads on the 
approaches to the roundabouts there will also 
be traffic signals installed at junction nine and 
at the Drovers roundabout on the A28. 

Mr Burton said: “This will mean it is a fairer 
way for drivers to get onto the roundabout. We 
will also be installing green man signals to 
make it easier for people crossing the road.”

The most noticeable change to the junction 
will be a large foot and cycle bridge over the 
M20 running from the Eureka Leisure Park 
and Warren Retail Park. It is hoped the struc¬ 
ture will create an iconic landmark for drivers 
on the M20 as they approach Ashford. 

Mr Burton said: “At the moment people have 
to walk under the M20. This will create a better 
environment for them and show people as the 
drive along the motorway the investment that 
is going into Ashford.”

Q What would you say are the challenges facing business 
at the moment? 

A The biggest challenge at present has to be 
the ramifications of the recession and the 
Government’s efforts to mitigate the effects of 
it. There is no doubt that cutbacks and the 
restructuring of the infrastructure of business 
support will have wide-ranging effects on the 
business environment. The running down of 
the Regional Development Agencies and the 
introduction of Local Enterprise Partnerships 
is another crucial aspect with currently uncer¬ 
tain outcomes. It is highly likely that we are 
entering a period of significant change in the 
whole gamut of business and commerce, and 
we really have little idea how it will pan out. 
That uncertainty is probably what constitutes 
the biggest challenge. How we respond to it is 
something we have to learn as it unfolds. 

Q Are you optimistic about the new government plans for 
local enterprise partnerships? 

A Cautiously optimistic, I believe that any 
change always presents opportunities. If 
change can present opportunities, then I feel 


that the Kent, Greater Essex & East Sussex 
LEP should be in a position to maximise those 
opportunities. Provided that the LEPs operate 
as conceived, with a major element of input 
from business, then I believe that we can look 
forward to a positive future.

Is there too much red tape for start-up businesses? 


A I could devote a whole page to the subject of 
business red tape, and not just where start¬ 
ups are concerned. There are far too many 
impediments to business growth and develop¬ 
ment, and frankly it would be tedious to try and 
list them all. This is where I have great hopes 
that a business-led LEP will be able to help. 


Q 


What is the Chamber's attitude towards the EU? 


A One of the many effects of the changing econ¬ 
omy might well be a down-turn in domestic 
demand, and the EU represents a whole new 
market available to local business, which has, 
frankly, thus far been slow to exploit that poten¬ 
tial. Perhaps we have been concentrating too 
much on the market on our doorstep. A strong 
EU represents a strong market opportunity, and 
we should all work towards it.

However, some 
types of virus can lead to cervical cancer. 
The immunisation programme, which 
was introduced for girls in the UK in 
2008, is aimed at causing a dramatic 
reduction in the number of cases.

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'Kite succeed where others failed'

NEXT year sees the centenary of 
the Caldecott Community an edu¬ 
cational establishment which 
helps some of the most difficult to 
reach young people in the country. 

All are victims of abuse, physical, mental or 
sexual - sometimes a combination of all 
three. Yet remarkably, over the last three 
years not one student has left the care centre 
at Smeeth, near 
Ashford, without 
going on to further 
education or a work 
placement. 

Pupils have all 
obtained GCSEs as 
well - something the 
centre is very proud 
of. 

Founded in 1911 by 
philanthropist Leila 
Rendall, the home is 
named in honour of 
children’s illustrator 
Randolph Caldecott. 

Richard Harvey is 
chairman of the cen¬ 
tenary committee 
which is set to organ¬ 
ise a service in Cant¬ 
erbury Cathedral 
and a garden party with a 1911 theme next 
summer. Our founder was a true educational 
pioneer,” he said. 

“She founded a nursery in St Pancras, 
London, after seeing how the children of local 
match factory girls were either left to wander 
the streets or locked up when their mothers 
were at work. 

“During World War One the facility moved 
out of London and down to Kent. It is now a 
home providing residential care for victims of 
severe abuse and neglect, with a school, ther¬ 
apist and recreational activities.” 


The home - an attractive country house 
with large grounds - has 36 young residents 
and a further nine day students. 

They have gone through foster care and 
been excluded from mainstream education. 

Director of operations Sharon McDermott 
said: “These are some of the hardest to reach 
children in the country. They come here from 
all over the UK and most have been removed 
from their families because of problems. 

“One of the major difficulties is they have 
failed so many times in the past and we have 
to cope with that. Some may be very disrup¬ 
tive but staff here have to gain their trust. 

“Our staff are so 
very dedicated and 
do a marvelous job, 
sometimes in very 
difficult circum¬ 
stances. We have to 
first gain the trust of 
the child and that is a 
major hurdle. But 
then we can start to 
move forward and 
break the cycle of fail¬ 
ure.” 

A series of assem¬ 
blies of achievement 
mark a child’s 
progress throughout 
the school which has 
students from aged 
seven to over 16. 

To obtain a presen¬ 
tation certificate at 
one of the meetings, pupils need to have 
scored an 80 per cent mark in the subject. 

Staff emphasise the awards are not just 
given away. Clive Lee, chief executive, said: 
“What I am most proud of here is the positive 
outcome for individual children. 

“Pupils who may have come here hugely 
disruptive can make something of them¬ 
selves. To see the expression on the face of 
a young person who has obtained a certifi¬ 
cate - maybe for the first time - is a reward 
in itself. Our motto is We succeed where 
others failed’.” 



Antibiotics not for winter colds, 
patients are warned by doctors 


AS THE chilly weather moves in for winter, 
health chiefs are reminding everyone that 
antibiotics are useless at battling coughs, 
colds and flu. 

Off-the-shelf pharmacy treatments are bet¬ 
ter at dealing with common health com¬ 
plaints at this time of year. 

But time is often the best healer, with 
ear infections taking about four days on 
average to clear up, coughs taking three 
weeks, sore throats a week and the common 
cold around a fortnight. 

Doctors say colds and flu are caused by 
viruses, not bacteria, which means using 
antibiotics when you have a virus may do 
more harm than good. 

It won’t cure the infection, stop others from 
catching it, or make patients feel better. In 
fact, doctors say it could cause unnecessary 
side effects. 

Last year, more than half a million pre¬ 
scriptions for antibiotics were written for 
patients in east Kent and antibiotic resist¬ 
ance is one of the world’s most pressing pub¬ 
lic health problems. 

GP Dr Simon Dunn said: “We want to 
ensure the best care is the right care for 
patients. If you’ve got flu and cold symptoms, 
talk to your pharmacist first and get over the 
counter medicines. 

“However, if symptoms get worse you may 
need to see your GP. For peace of mind, many 
GPs will now offer a delayed prescription for 
antibiotics if it is not clear whether the symp¬ 
toms will go away on their own. 



COLD COMFORT: But time is often the best healer 

“The difference to a normal prescription is 
that you wait a few days before collecting 
your medicine, try some self care and if you 
are feeling better do not collect it at all. 

“Antibiotics are really the last resort. They 
are a key drug in the fight against bacterial 
infections but over-use will reduce their effec¬ 
tiveness and are less likely to work when 
patients need them.”

As one Kent council comes bottom of the list for recycling, Gary Wright asks do we really care? 



ASHFORD Borough Council has been 
crowned the worst local authority in 
England for recycling. 

I am sorry to hear that on the one hand, but on the 
other I’m not sure I really care that much. 

Anyone who has suffered the stupidity, bureaucracy 
and stink caused by ill-conceived recycling schemes 
with its variety of different coloured boxes collected 
fortnightly must envy the residents of Ashford. 

I should confess that I currently live in Ashford 
borough and I genuinely appreciate the efficiency 
with which the council makes my rubbish disappear. 

I chuck my waste into black sacks and every week, 
despite rain, gales or blizzards those top blokes turn 
up in dustcarts and my rubbish disappears. 

Yes, you heard right, a weekly collection, no stinking 
chicken bones hanging around my home for a fortnight. 

If the good folk of Tunbridge Wells (45.4 per cent 
recycled) and Canterbury (45.3) are diligent enough 
to recycle half, then that gives the people of Ashford 
more space in landfills plus time to find a system 
better than those currently on offer. 

I talk with some experience here having suffered 
the fortnightly collection nightmare that Shepway 
District Council sees fit to burden its ratepayers. 

Now don’t get me wrong; it was easy to chuck 
cardboard packaging in one bin, tins in another and 
plastic cartons in another. Providing that you have the 
space for all these containers it’s not a bad system. 


Unfortunately, I failed to enjoy that warm feeling of 
smug satisfaction that seems to motivate most of the 
heavily discredited ‘green’ believers (thanks Channel 4). 

But, while living in Shepway, I lost count of the 
stories of bin men who refused to collect wheelie bins 
if the lid didn’t close, meaning you were left waiting 
for another two weeks or a trip to the tip in your car. 

In Ashford I stump up getting on for 200 quid a 
month towards council taxes, and while the council’s 
slice of that is pretty small, all I really want them to 
do is clear my rubbish - nothing else, thanks. 

Kent County Council can run schools and lose 
millions in Icelandic banks and Kent Police needs to 
retain cops, cut admin and consider carefully how 
many £38,000 Jaguar pursuit cars it really needs. 

If recycling is so important, and EU imposed targets 
of 50 per cent within two years seem unavoidable, 
then let Ashford spend the latest £300,000 handout on 
employing people to sort through the collected rubbish. 

Don’t make me do it. Fm happy to pay someone who can 
recognise the difference between PVC and PTFE plastic. 

We are on the brink of stinging public sector cuts 
and while I have always been against local authority 
non-jobs, if my council wants to spend my money 
employing recyclers, you have my full support.

Bomb was a threat 
to services as well 

It astounds me that a member of 
the public who obviously has no 
experience of the work emergency 
services carry out feels able to post 
such damaging remarks with no 
thought to those involved during 
that terrible day. 

As a previous poster had so 
rightly put it, there is no use for a 


dead rescuer, and history has 
shown that patterns of bombings 
are increasingly becoming multiple 
events (Madrid, London) and more 
chillingly, targeted towards those 
that may come to our aid. 

The attempted Tiger Tiger 
bombings in London had secondary 
devices set up at the site of the 
rendezvous point for emergency 
services. 

We have set procedures for 
dealing with major incidents of 
this nature, and to detract from 
these courses of action would 
result in mass panic and collapse 
of control at the scene, with 
possibly even committing fellow 
rescuers to their deaths. 

The aim is to do the most for 
the most under the difficult 
circumstances and until 
specialist teams have evaluated the 
scene and deemed that there are no 
other hazards to the rescuers 
(chemical, biological, radiological, 
explosives), then full efforts can be 
made to deal with the immediate 
‘hot-zone’. 

I fear the outcry against major 
incident planners would have been 
far worse had emergency crews 
committed to the scenes and lost 
their lives through secondary 
devices or CBRN materials. 

Corporate manslaughter trials 
would have filled the courts for a 
good few years after the events, 
that’s for sure. 

No major incident runs perfectly. 
Even with the best planning and 
practice-runs in the world, things 
are sure to go wrong due to the 


random and unpredictable nature 
of them. 

Let’s just trust those who put 
themselves forward at the 
front-line on the day and hope 
that the despicable people who 
attempt to reign terror on our 
streets don’t ‘spice-up’ their 
devices with much more terrifying 
components in addition to 
explosive.

MP's weighty issue 
over foreign lorries 

In written PQs appearing on 
the Commons order paper (last 
Thursday) I asked: 

“What estimate has been made 
of the incidence of the involvement 
of (a) foreign-registered and (b) all 
heavy goods vehicles in road traffic 
accidents in the latest period for 
which figures are available, and if 
the Secretary of State for Transport 
will bring forward proposals for 
the inspection of foreign road 
haulage vehicles entering and 
leaving the UK. 

“I believe that we shall find 
that there is a disproportionate 
involvement of foreign lorries in 
road traffic accidents and that 
that record is due in part to sight 
lines, certainly, but also due to the 
condition of the vehicles. It is 
already a fact that at present 
foreign trucks do considerable 
damage to our roads while making 
no contribution to their upkeep. 

“They arrive laden with EU 
duty-paid fuel and depart before 
refilling. In the interim they not 
only cause wear and tear on roads 
that they do not pay for but, more 
importantly, they become involved 
in accidents involving damage to 
other vehicles, injury and sadly, on 
occasions, death. 

“Clearly Kent, as the main 
gateway county, bears the brunt 
of the problem, but it is a national 
issue as well. 

“I await the Minister's answers 
with great interest; I believe that 
the time has come to introduce a 
much more rigorous inspection 
regime to ensure that all vehicles 
entering the UK are roadworthy 
and carry appropriate mirrors for 
left-hand drive use and I also want 
reconsideration given to the 
application of a ‘Britdisc’ road tax. 

“I would also like to see 
departure checks to ensure the 
drivers of vehicles that have been 
involved in accidents do not leave 
our jurisdiction until cases have 
been heard and/or insurance claims 
settled.”

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Revealing teachers' 
salaries a lesson in 
futility, says union 


UNION leaders have hit out at 
Government plans to publish 
teachers’ salaries, qualifications 
and sickness rates in an attempt to 
improve classroom standards. 

The Department for Education revealed this 
week that schools will be forced to publish more 
information than ever before so parents can 
make better-informed judgements about where 
to send their children. 

Headline-grabbing 

Individual teachers will not be named but the 
unions argue that in some small schools it may 
be easy to identify which teacher is which. 

“I can’t see the point of all this; it’s just 
headline-grabbing,” said John Walder, secretary 
of the Kent division of the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT). 

“It’s been a feature of politics since the late 
Thatcher era that the Government should 
always be seen to be doing things, even when 
it’s not needed. 

“That’s led to a massive avalanche of new 
measures that have been bedevilling schools 
ever since. 

“Parents want to see that their child’s school 
is successful, but the fact is that what they’re

really interested in is whether or not their child 
is happy. 

“Regimes where teachers are put under the 
cosh make for unhappy teachers and unhappy 
kids. When one side of the equation is put 
under that sort of pressure, the other side will 
feel it too.” 

The proposals form part of the DfE business 
plan, which also spells out coalition plans to 
reform the central contract dictating teachers’ 
pay and conditions. 

Other statistics due to be published include 
the amount of money spent per child and how 
many achieve new-style measures charting 
progress in basic subjects at ages five and 11. 

“We do not see how publishing swathes of 
statistics on how many teachers caught the flu 
off their pupils, how many A-levels the staff 
have and what they are paid will reduce 
bureaucracy,” said Emma Sivyer, South East 
regional officer for the education professionals’ 
union Voice. 

“This is information overload. What is the 
point? Do the public really want to know all 
this? 

“We fear the Government wants to bring to 
an end the national system for teachers’ pay

and conditions - a system that has worked well 
in ensuring fairness and transparency without 
compromising individuals’ details.” 

Other measures spelled out in the business 
plan include a new ‘readiness to progress’ 
assessment for children to ensure they are 
ready to start primary and secondary school, 
and the introduction of a new National 
Curriculum by September 2013. 

The ‘nappy curriculum’ setting out targets 
children must hit before their fifth birthday 
will also be less bureaucratic. 


Housing cuts to force 
poorer residents out 

HOUSING benefit claimants could be 
forced to move out of wealthier towns on 
Kent’s commuter belt as a result of the 
Government’s cap on handouts. 

A report by the Chartered Institute of 
Housing (CIH) revealed that in the next 
decade people relying on local housing 
allowance may have to look for cheaper 
accommodation in less affluent towns. 

It comes just a fortnight after Thanet 
North MP Roger Gale raised concerns 
coastal areas could be hit with an influx 
of London dole claimants unable to afford 
expensive city rents once housing benefit 
is capped next April. 

Industry experts at CIH believe for 
Kent’s wealthier in-land towns it could be 
the reverse, with claimants moving away. 

Ashford and Maidstone were highlighted 
as places that would be ‘off limits’ for private 
rented sector tenants, claiming housing 
benefits in the next ten years. 

Towns on commuter belts were 
outlined as areas where claimants may 
be unable to afford to live. 

The report added: “If rental inflation is 
at five per cent, within 20 years almost all 
rental market areas in the South East 
will be affected by the caps.” 

Under the changes, handouts will be 
capped at £400 a week for a four-bedroom 
house, £340 for a three-bedroom property, 
£290 for two bedrooms and £250 for a 
one-bedroom property. 

Kent’s Toiy MPs welcomed the move. 

Laura Sandys (Thanet South) said: “The 
current situation has fundamentally 
distorted housing in my area. 

“Our system is broken. Those who want 
to work know that work does not pay. 

“Those who work get less than those 
who claim and those who do not work 
often receive the most.”

FORMER Conservative leader Lord Howard 
says the axing of half a million UK public sector 
jobs is a golden opportunity for Kent businesses.

Dave Cousins, who fronts rock 
band The Strawbs, is set to rock his 
home town on Saturday, adding a 
twinge of folk to the mix. 

Dave’s local theatre, The Astor in Deal is the 
venue for his show and he says - unusually - 
he is really looking forward to playing locally 
with a full band, playing their original, influ¬ 
ential material. 

“Sometimes I can be apprehensive. It may be 
that the night after the show I’m having a cup 
of coffee reading the paper and someone who 
was there the previous night will remember 
me on stage waving my arms about,” he said. 

“It can make me feel like two different peo¬ 
ple. 

“But this time we have such a tight band 
and such great material I am really looking 
forward to it.” 

Dave’s career is one steeped in rock creden¬ 
tials. 

He started his career in the folk clubs of the 
1960s, once memorably playing support to 
then newcomers The Rolling Stones. 

“There were shows on Eel Pie Island in the 
Thames in Twickenham,” he said. 

“The Stones would be playing furiously, peo¬ 
ple would be jumping on top of one another to 
get a glimpse of them. The crowd was wild. 

“Then in the interval we’d go on and do a set 
of bluegrass music. It went down well, though. 
The crowd liked it. 

“But they never said much to us - all I 
remember is guitarist Brian Jones coming up 
and saying ‘Like your music, man’.” 

Now in his mid 60s, Dave has also just com¬ 
pleted a book showing how he came to write 
his songs. 

Secrets, Stories, Songs talks about many of 
the factors that inspired Mr Cousins’s huge 
volume of work. 

Much of it revolves around the countryside 


near his home town of Deal. 

Features include the relics of the Duke of 
Wellington in Walmer church, the seashore, 
the harvest and the sculpture of a Battle of 
Britain pilot looking out to sea on the cliffs at 
Capel-le-Feme. 

Dave has also just finished filming part of a 
tribute TV show to Byrds legend Roger 
McGuinn, which will feature rock legends 
such as Bruce Springsteen and Tom Petty. 

But it was another US star who got him 



interested in contemporary music. 

He said: “I listened to a lot of folk music and 
went to see Bob Dylan in 1965. He was play¬ 
ing Mr Tambourine Man and that was inspir¬ 
ing.” 

Another star who crossed his path was 
David Bowie. 

“He used to come around for a cup of tea and 
his then manager Tony Visconti told me all 
about this revolutionary new look David was 
getting into,” he said. 

“I knew his band The Hype - then they 
started calling themselves The Spiders From 
Mars. On stage in an outrageous Japanese- 
style costume - I was thinking, is that really 
David? 

“Anyway, we needed a B-side, so as a joke I 
started calling us Ciggy Barlust And The 
Whales From Venus. 

“I wrote a song which mentioned David, a bit 
of a parody and all meant in good fun, but he 
never spoke to me after that.” 

Dave had met folk-singer Sandy Denny in 
1967 and she recorded an album with The 
Strawbs that has recently been re-released as 
a remastered CD. 

And the band continued to play throughout 
the 70s until Cousins called it a day as the 80s 
dawned. 

“We were playing all over America, always 
our best market,” he said. 

“We’d headline and then support acts like 
The Eagles, Santana, Frank Zappa and 
Lynyrd Skynyrd in front of massive crowds. 

“But then I felt it had gone as far as it could, 
so I started to get into running radio stations.” 

A meeting with former bandmates a few 
years ago brought his career full-circle and Mr 
Cousins currently plays as part of an acoustic 
trio and in full band mode.

The Italian marque has dropped this 
punchy little unit into its big-selling 
baby car, the 500 - pretty much an 
unbeatable combination. 

The lively 85bhp 875cc two-cylinder 
engine is called the TwinAir and claimed 
to be the cleanest quantity production 
petrol engine in the world. Priced from 
£10,665, it’s even available opentop. 



Meriva could be bidding 
for award stardom 

VAUXHALL could make it two 
European Car of the Year (COTY) wins 
in three years with its clever and stylish 
Meriva MPV (from £12,995). 

It has already beaten off 34 rivals to 
the award and is now shortlisted for the 
finals later this month; a win would fol¬ 
low up on the Insignia’s victory two 
years ago and avenge the Astra’s narrow 
defeat last year by the VW Polo. 

The Meriva’s ace up the sleeve is its 
rear-hinged back doors designed for 
extra family appeal.

KIA has shouldered its way into 
the mini-MPV arena and I use the 
term advisedly. 

The Korean car’s interior width really 
impresses against rivals like the Honda Jazz, 
which identified the sector in the first place. 

And the Venga also uses a long wheelbase 
within compact overall dimensions disguised 
by clever lines - the deep crease across the 
doors squeezes the depth of the flanks and 
lowers the high roofline visually. 

In short, it’s a tidy looking execution of a 
five-door shape with impressive interior 
height, width and legroom; families will like 
the genuine three-seat rear bench with a flat 
floor across the entire car - no discomfort for 
‘piggy in the middle’ then.

Market analysis opens 
the door to confusion

Wallflowers step into 
the garden limelight 

PROPERTY-owners are increasingly 
choosing more traditional styles for their 
garden makeovers, according to the 
Society of Garden Designers who say peo¬ 
ple are looking to the past for inspiration. 

Thomas Hoblyn, a spokesman for the 
group, said that wallflowers had previ¬ 
ously been considered “a bit of a 70s 
plant” but have proven popular over 
recent months. 

“There is a big, strong revisit to this retro 
70s and 80s feel about things,” he said. 

Online garden retailer 

Greenfingers.com recently reported 
year-on-year growth of 49 per cent, while 
sales topped £4 million in the year to 
September 2010. 

Mr Hoblyn suggested that the reces¬ 
sion may have been behind gardeners’ 
return to more traditional plants, noting 
that chrysanthemums had also experi¬ 
enced renewed popularity. 

“Chrysanthemums used to be consid¬ 
ered really tacky, but now they are 
everywhere this winter,” he said. 

Better protection for 
high-end landlords 

A MAJOR change to legislation regard¬ 
ing shorthold tenancies has brought 
good news for landlords of high-end 
properties who fear they could fall victim 
to unwanted sitting tenants. 

In the past, Assured Shorthold tenan¬ 
cy agreements were only valid for prop¬ 
erties with an annual rental of £25,000 
or less. For properties attracting rentals 
in excess of this amount, tenants were 
instead required to enter into a contract 
outside of the Housing Act which, ironi¬ 
cally, was easier to flout. 

However, the Assured Tenancies order 
which came into effect in October raises 
the annual rental threshold from 
£25,000 to £100,000 - protecting all 
landlords except those with seriously 
expensive properties to let. 

The move has been welcomed by Katie 
Elliott of west Kent lettings agency 
Alexanders, who said: “This change is 
significantly good news for landlords 
everywhere, but especially here in the 
south east where we have a lot of proper¬ 
ties which fall outside of the £25,000 
bracket. 

“By an ironic quirk of the old legisla¬ 
tion, landlords with high rental proper¬ 
ties had less protection under the law 
and could be more at risk from sitting 
tenants, who refused to move when their 
contract came to an end. 

“The shorthold tenancy agreement is 
much more watertight,” she said.

TWO leading lenders have offered 
contrasting views on how the mar¬ 
ket has performed in recent weeks. 

The Halifax has revealed that UK house 
prices rose by 1.8 per cent last month, follow¬ 
ing a 3.6 per cent fall in September. 

The latest house-price rise takes the average 
cost of a UK home to £164,919, the Halifax 
said. 

According to the lender, the monthly 
increase was three times faster than expected 
and means house prices are 1.2 per cent high¬ 
er than a year ago. 

Meanwhile, the rate of change in each quar¬ 
ter of the year, which is a more reliable indica¬ 
tor or near-term price trend, revealed a 1.2 per 
cent fall in October, said the Halifax. 

Analysts had expected a rise of 0.6 per cent 
on the month and a three-month annual rate 
of 0.7 per cent. 

The figures differ vastly from those from the 
Nationwide Building Society, which last week 
revealed a 0.7 per cent fall for the month of 
October. 

Commenting on the figures, Halifax hous¬ 
ing economist Martin Ellis said the high level 
of instructions on the market, coupled with a 
lack of buyer demand, had “put some down¬ 
ward pressure on prices in recent months”. 

He said: “We do not believe that prices are 
set to fall sharply over a sustained period.” 

Estate agents also have some less than pos¬ 
itive findings - but across the UK the market 
shows clear signs of discrepancy. 

Prices in the South East and values of home

continue to be far more resilient than those in 
other parts of the UK. 

Hometrack, the property data company, 
asked estate agents for realistic house prices 
in every postcode in England and Wales. 

It found that falls occurred in 56 per cent of 
all postcodes with only 0.1 per cent experienc¬ 
ing an increase. 

This is the fourth month in which prices 
have decreased, showing a clear downturn in 
the market. 


However, the number of homeowners put¬ 
ting their homes on the market continued to 
increase, seeing a rise of 1.9 per cent. 

Richard Donnell, director of research at 
Hometrack, said that this “mismatch” 
between supply and demand looks likely to 
continue. 

“A stand-off is beginning to emerge between 
buyers waiting for prices to fall further and 
sellers being unrealistic on the price they’re 
willing to accept. 

“We expect a modest adjustment in prices 
rather than a return to the double digit falls 
seen in 2008,” he said. 


Make a green deal on your home and save 


HOMEOWNERS are being urged to reno¬ 
vate their properties in a bid to make them 
more environmentally friendly, as part of 
the Government’s energy-saving strategy. 

Landlords have also been included in the 
drive which experts say can help to save 
money by cutting heating bills. 

Dubbed the Green Deal, the scheme has 
been designed to make energy efficiency 
more accessible to the public - whether peo¬ 
ple own or rent their home. 

“The Green Deal’s about making people 
feel as warm as toast in their homes. 

“I want Britain to say goodbye forever to 
leaky lofts and chilly draughts,” said energy 
and climate change secretary Chris Huhne. 


He added that, as the prices of gas and 
electricity continue to rise, increased energy 
efficiency is a “no-brainer”. 

Expected to launch in autumn 2012, the 
Green Deal programme will allow property 
owners to make energy-efficient upgrades 
with government finance. 

The subsidy would then be paid back 
through savings made on energy bills as a 
result of the improvements. 

According to Mr Huhne, in the build up to 
the Green Deal, 3.5 million homes across the 
UK are likely to benefit from extra insula¬ 
tion by 2012, as part of changes to the obli¬ 
gation on energy suppliers announced earli¬ 
er this year.

GOLFER Benn Barham has 
received the all-clear after a cancer 
scare and says support from the 
likes of Tim Henman and Jamie 
Redknapp have helped him get 
through the “massive ordeal”. 

The European Tour player underwent an 
operation last month at Kent & Canterbury 
Hospital to remove a kidney, which was con¬ 
firmed last week to have had a cancerous 
tumour. 

The 34-year-old’s recovery has been going 
well and he is now beginning to focus on play¬ 
ing golf again, after doctors told him he will 
not require cancer prevention treatment. 

Barham, who lives in Tenterden, only discov¬ 
ered the tumour following an ultrasound scan 
for a stomach complaint earlier this year. 

Since going under the knife, the Chart Hills 
member has been flooded with good luck mes¬ 
sages from fellow European Tour golfers, ex¬ 
tennis star Tim Henman and former Liverpool 
and England midfielder Jamie Redknapp. 
Barham has been touched by the response and 
believes it has helped his recovery. 

He said: “It’s been a massive ordeal and the 
toughest thing I’ve had to go through in my 
life. I feel I’ve been extremely lucky and it’s 
now a case of just looking after myself. 

“I’m really pleased to have made the decision

to go ahead with the operation. I was bracing 
myself for the next challenge, so it was great to 
hear that I will not need cancer prevention 


g treatment. I need to have constant surveil¬ 
lance every six months, but it is a small price 
to pay after catching the tumour extremely 
early and touch wood, it’s all good. 

“It’s amazing really and I have to thank 
everybody who has supported me up until 
now. My friends and family have been amaz¬ 
ing, but I have had lots of messages from all 
sorts of people wishing me well. 

“I’ve had emails, letters and cards and to be 
honest it’s been overwhelming. Lots of guys 
from the European Tour and Challenge Tour 
have been in touch. Tim Henman has got in 
touch and wanted regular updates with how 
things have been going, and so have lots of 
people from all walks of life - from the postman 
to the next door neighbour to Jamie Redknapp 
and players on the Tour. 

“It’s such a wide spectrum of people who 
have really been wishing me all the best which 
really counts for a lot. It makes you feel every¬ 
one is behind you and it’s been extremely help¬ 
ful.” 

Although a return to the golf course is still 
some way off, Barham plans to convert his 
garage into an indoor putting green in a bid to 
stay sharp. 

He said: “I don’t want to rush back as I could 
get frustrated as I probably won’t be able to 
play at my usual level. There won’t be much to 
play for until January and February time any¬ 
way. I’m going to miss Tour School as I’m not 
going to be fit enough to compete, which is 
shame.” 

Barham begins his fitness programme at 
Tenterden’s London Beach Hotel later this 
month.
